A Gratifying Change 


* There has in times past been so much bitterness in Canada’s party poli- 
tics, and such a pronounced tendency for the leaders of one political party to 
refuse to see anything good in the policies and actions of the opposing party, 
that it is not only gratifying, but decidedly encouraging to note the change 
for the better which has taken place in recent years, and which is becoming 
more pronounced. 

A pleasing manifestation of This wa given a few days ago when, address- 
ing one of our Western Canadian Clubs, Hon. H. H. Stevens, who was a min- 
ister in the Meighen Government, frankly stated that he believed the King 
Government was honestly desirous of helping the farmers of Canada in their 
present difficulties and-was earnestly seeking a way whereby practical assist- 
unce could be rendered the agricultural industry. ; 

Newspaper despatches reporting the proceedings of the Parliamentary 
Committee investigating the problem of wheat Anarketing indicate that the 
members, in giving consideration to this large 4nd vitally important subject, 
aré not trying to make party capitat for themselves,-endto-plaee-their—politi- 
cal opponents in a false light, but are sincerely striving to evolve a .policy 
and devise ways and means which will be practical and provide for the re- 
moval of present disabilities imposed on agriculture, and give to the produc- 
er of grain a reasonable guarantee that he will receive the largest possible 
financial return from his labor. 

But from the purely Western and the large national standpoint the at- 
titude now being displayed towards agriculture is most encouraging, and 
holds promise that the same patriotic and business-like views will prevail 
when Parliar is called upon to deal with other great national questions 
in the wise shruttor of which is bound up the welfare and prosperity of the 
people of this Dominion. 

And why should this bigger, better, national viewpoint not prevail in our 
national Parliament? Considered in the mass, the Canadian people, while 
interested as all people living under a democratic form of government must 
be interested in the organization and policies of political parties, are not 
rabidly partizan and more concerned in the fortunes of a political party than 
in the good government of the country and the wise administration of Can- 
ada’s affairs, . 

There was a time when it seemed to be the accepted view that when one 
party announced its policy on a given question, whether that party be in office 
or in opposition, there was only one thing for the other party to do, and that 
was to oppose the policy announced regardless of its merits: Fortunately 
for Canada that time now seems to have largely passed, and today political 
leaders are becoming more and more willing to acknowledge the good fea 
tures of their opponent’s policy and to show a readiness to co-operate in still 
further strengthening such policy and carrying it into successful operation. 

In these difficult and trying times through which the whole world is pass 
ing it is not partlizan, super-critical government that Canada requires, but 
patriotic, constructive co-operation by all members at Ottawa, regardless of 
the party with which they are aligned with the one common object of giving 
the Dominion wise, sane, business-like administration. Let there be sug 
gestion, and criticism and even opposition when it is called for in the public 
interest, but the main guiding motive of Liberals, Conservatives, Progres 
sives and Labor needs to be the advancement of Canada’s highest welfare 
and the sound development of national policies with a view to the happiness 
of the Canadian people and the enhancement of the prosperity of the country 
at large.

Says That Canada 
| Will Lead United States 


Wheat Producer 


AsA 
Canada soon will lead the United 


States in the production of wheat, de- 
clared Senator Calder, of New York 


in addressing the Senate in opposition | 


to the St. Lawrence waterway project. 
He expressed the opinion that the 
proposed canal was ostensibly for the 
purpose of carrying Canadian wheat, 
and pointed out that Herbert Hoover 
had stated that the United States 
would become a wheat-importing na- 
tion within ten years. In presenting 
an interesting picture of the possibiit 
ties of Canada as a wheat growing 
country, the senator said the Domin- 


{on would develop several times the} 


wheat acreage of the United States. 
“The peak wheat acreage in- the 
Onited States,” said Senator Calder, 
‘was 76,694,000 acres, reached in 1919, 
an increase of 35 per cent. over the 
acreage in 1910. Canada’s peak. was 
19,125,968 acres in the same year, an 
increase of 115 per cent. over the 1910 
figure. Canada’s wheat production 
increased from 132,000,000 bushels in 
1910 to 263,000,000 bushels in 1920, 
anincrease of 100 per.cent. The 
production of the United States in- 
creased from 635,000,000 jn 1910 to 
883,000,000 in 1920, an increase of ap- 
proximately 33 per cent. While pro- 
duction in the United States in- 
creased 33 per cent. Wuring the 1910 


périod, the value of the wheat crop in-| 


creased 100 per cent., the 1910 value 
being $560,000,000, the 1920 figure be- 
ing $1,197,000,000. During the same 
period the value of Canada’s crop in- 
creased 400 per cent., being $99,530, 
600 in 1910 and $427,356,000 in 1920. 

“The average price per acre of the 
land devoted to wheat in 1920 was 
$92. 
land now devoted to the production of 
wheat is $43.” 

Senator Calder then read statistics 
showing details of the relative  in- 
crease in Canadian and United States 
wheat growing lands. 

“But this is only part of the pic 
ture,” the New York Senator con- 
tinued. “Canada has but’ entered 
the lists. Its wheat growers have 
not even begun to fight. There are 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al 
berta 120,894,000 acres under private 
ownership. The total number of 
acres surveyed up to January, 1920, 
was 199,757,000. Of this total ap- 
proximately 25,000,000 acres are now 
available for homestead entry. In ad-

That the record of pefformatice in 
egg-laying established by the Poultry 
| Division of the Dominion Livestock 
Branch, is appreciated is indicated by

Mystery of the 
Lightning Bug’s Light 
Wireless Operator Says it is Caused 
by Radio 

The mystery of what makes the 
lightning bug light has been solved 
and the answer is radio. Hamilton 
Bailey, wireless operator on the 
Blackhawk, flagship of the North Sea 
mine sweping fleet during the war, 
declared recently. 

Lightning bugs, Bailey—said, are 
equipped—with miniature audion bulbs 
and possess a low radio frequency, 
and a short wave length.
